SHORT COURSES INAGRICVLTUItE 

LeziDKton, Ky. Dec. 4~ on the Second day of January .1912 
the Oollege of Agricnltare of the State Dniversitv v/iil begin its 

farmers' course's or short courses in aRriculture. The first week o: 
this tune will be deaiguated Farmers' Week. Tin; time will be 
eonsnmed by the anonatcoaTentionsof the varioas live stock bree<: 
ers' associations, includlue the dairy and beef cattle, fwine, sheop 
and horses, the annual rneeriag of the State Hurtieultnral Societ\ 
auu the State Ooru Growers' Associatioa. Ertch of these associ:)- 
tions will, devote one day to their program8,8ome of the .cooveotionH 
rannioe simultaneously in different roolbs. 

This week affords the best possible opportunity, not only to 
hear au interesting aod iustructive program by practical aud pro- 
feaaional oaen of State and nation-wide repation, but also ais oppor- 
(anity to meet a large majority of the most successful farmers an<: 
atockmen of onr State. Not only will the farmer find that Vn- 
week spent a? the oollege pleasant aod profitable, but al«o his wife 
and daaghter will find that special arrangement* have been made 
for them in the way of instmotiona in household economics. Lec- 
tures, demonstrations and practical exercises in cookins, sewing, 
home decoration aod other matters pertaiuiug to the home will be 
treated. 

Pnring Farmers' Week the Statis Odrn Show will be held, 
with a lar<:e number of classes for both the adalt and boys' depart- 
ments, and a most attractive premium list is offered. At the same 
time there will be held th^ State D^iry Show, with exhibits ut 
milk and creana of both certified and market classes, and bntt<»r 
made at the creamery {ind on the farm, each in its class. , A sep- 
arate premium list will be offered for the various classes, making 
it well worth while to compete io any of them. The State Horti- 
ealtnral Society is also arranging fo« an elaborate exhibit. Special 
folders giving information concerning each of thesa departments 
will be mailed to any one on request. 

Reduced rates have been secured over all the railroad lines to 
pat it within the mlSiini of a larger nnmber to attend. 

Immediately following Farmers' Week will come the regular 
Winter Short Course in Agriculture, intended for the practical 
farmer who cannot leave his farm to take any of the ie^ular college 
eonrse^.
